ton Beeuneut Centor in Japan under the theater Document Seotioa (ATI8) • 
These rooomendati cne are concurred in here. 

There appears to he no obstacle to tho early establishment of the 
ad mooed echelon of the Washington Document Center in Japan* It ie 
belie red that this should be accomplished with the leeet possible delay* 

The merging of the tranelatlon aeetion of Op-16 -FE and PACMIHS 
into an enlarged Washington Document Center ie highly desirable* In 
view of the stringent limitations on the number of Amy personnel author- 
ised for duty in tho Military District of Washington and tho excellent 
facilities which exist at Camp Ritchie, Maryland* say X suggest that 
consideration be given to tho eetablishaent of the enlarged Washington 
Doousent Center there? As you knew* PACKERS ie at peasant 1 seated at 
Camp Ritchie, Maryland* which is about seventy-five silos fra Washington, 
near Gettysburg, Pennsylvania* 

It is planted to coordinate the Japanese doousent requirements of 
interested civilian government department* ee that their interests may 
alee bo served by the advanced echelon of the Washington Doousent Canter* 
This arrangement should go far in preventing a confused docussnt situation 
like that which areas in Europe as a result of tho independent action of 
many agenoies.
